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This is a decision on applicants' "PETITION TO REVIVE UNINTENTIONALLY 
ABANDONED APPLICATION" filed in the Patent and Trademark Office (PTO) on 
22 April 1997. The petition is GRANTED as discussed below. 

The appropriate $645 petition fee as required by 37 CFR 1.17(m) has been 
submitted. 

A review of the application file and PTO records indicates that the requisite 
surcharge for filing the declaration later than 30 months from the priority date has not been 
received. Therefore the requisite surcharge of $65 (fee code 254) has been charged to 
counsel's Deposit Account No. 13-3402 as authorized in the transmittal letter which 
accompanied the petition.
